BEIRUT, Oct. 17 (UPI — 
Premier Karami won a unani- 
mous vote of confidence from

Backing for the emergency 
four-man government came 
from all sectors of political di- 
vision.

At the last minute, Karami 
dropped plans to ask for emer- 
gency powers to rule the na- 
tion by decree.

Karami offered no specific 
program, but pledged efforts 
for peace and brotherhood. He 
also promised to stand firmly 
against any compromise of 
Lebanon's integrity or sover- 
eignty.

Lebanese army units pulled 
out of the center of Beirut, 
Remaining United States Army 
units in the country continued 
their withdrawal.

Withdraws Assessment. 


He said last night he would 
withdraw assessment from the

county purposes. However, he 
would make the assessor a 
county officer with jurisdic- 
tion over assessments through- 
out the cities and county, thus 
achieving the same result of 
uniform assessment.

Pan American said the Boe- 
ing 707-121 with guests 
aboard made the flight from 
Friendship field, , to 
Melsbroek airport at an aver- 
age speed of 540 miles an hour. 


The four-jet Boeing landed 
just as a Russian twin-jet 
Tupelov—in service on Euro- 
pean air routes for several 
months—was preparing to take 
off for Moscow. The Boeing 
dwarfed the TU-104, which is 
based on a medium bomber 
design. 

Arrival of the American 
plane was proclaimed by a 
woman announcer at Melbroek 
who called out over the loud- 
speaker em: “The non- 
scheduled Pan American flight 
from Baltimore has just ar- 
rived.” 

The pilot of the plane, Capt. 
William Moss, was almost as 
nonchalant,

CODE VIOLATIONS ALLEGED 
IN FIRE-DAMAGED BUILDING 


Solid installation of glass 
blocks in all of the rear win- 
dows of a four-story building 
at 2315 Olive street delayed 
firemen who fought a five 
alarm blaze there-Sunday night, 
Deputy Building Commissioner 
Charles Pregaldin said today. 

This type of installation does 
not conform with the present 
building code adopted in 1945, 
Pregaldin added. The code re- 
quires at least two entrance 
panels through which firemen 
can gain easy access for each 
3000 square feet of floor space.

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To Merge or Not? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent proposal of city- 
eounty consolidation made. by 
mree members of the Board of 
freeholders is the only feasible 
way to solve the current city- 
county chaotic relationship. If 
there is to be a remedy for exist- 
nz conditions, there must be an 
«dequate plan. A palliative will 
sniy make matters worse, and 
cetard the progress of this met- 
ropolitan area. 


Having worked as an interview- 
er for the recent Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey, I'm aware of the 
poor insight people, including 
property owners and college grad- 
uates in both city and county, 
have of local government. An 
ideal proposal, then, would be 
difficult to grasp in terms of the 
new government’s functions. 


However, most property own- 
ers in the area are concerned with 
taxation, and should have an idea 
of what they are paying their 
governments for services received, 
What, then, would this ideal form 
of city-county government mean 
to the St. Louis county property 
owner (since it is he who mainly 
opposes consolidation)? 


His tax rate (and that of the 
city owner, too) probably would 
be reduced and, in spite of this, 
Se would receive more and better 
governmental services. The Metro- 
politan Survey which, incidental- 
ly, did not recommend consolida- 
tion, revealed that tax rates have 
deen literally soaring throughout 
the county’s 97 municipalities and 
unincorporated areas. 

The city has been able to pro- 
vide services at a lower rate (e.g., 
it employs more policemen and 
firemen per square mile than any 
county municipality) mainly be- 
cause it has a gigantic industrial 
tax base. A common principle of 
government is, the higher a mu- 
nicipality’s assessed valuation, the 
lower the taxable rates. 

It is to the advantage of both 
city and county to combine their 
existing facilities and potentials 
to provide the citizens of this 
metropolitan area with a broader 
tax base. At first, the county 
would benefit from the city, and 
the city would be repaid in years 
to come. This broad tax base 
would best be achieved with the 
operation of one municipality, 
which would provide the same 
services St. Louis City offers at 
a similar tax rate. M.L. 


In a recent letter, Reader Jacob 
Voepel expressed the belief that 
the Stolar Plan for re-entry of 
the City of St. Louis into St. 
Louis county offers little appeal 
to city residents. 

If the estimate of State Repre- 
sentative A. Clifford Jones is 
correct that the present admin- 
istrative division between the 
city and “county” offices of the 
City of St. Louis is costing city 
taxpayers a needless $700,000 a 
year, then the Stolar plan would 
seem to have considerable appeal 
to St. Louis voters. 

While it would probably take 


at least several years to strength- ‘ 


en the government of St. Louis 
county administratively, and then 
obtain for it the power to per- 
form area-wide functions, the re- 
sulting structure of government 
would be well integrated. It 
would therefore give promise of 
being admirably adapted to the 
admittedly difficult job of gov- 
erning a large metropolitan area, 
Donald.

In your editorial of Oct. 14 on 
the avenues open to the City- 
County Board of Freeholders, you 
lumped two quite different pro- 
posals; then damned the second 
with an objection applying only 
to the first. 

The proposal of Mr. Buder is 
that there be two governments 
covering the whole city-county 
area, These would be the present 
county government which would 
have much the same powers and 
duties which it has now, and the 
same government operating sep- 
arately as a metropolitan district. 


As now, it would have little to 
do with affairs in the cities, in- 
cluding the City of St. Louis. In 
addition, there would be a “dis- 
trict” government, handling traf- 
fic, zoning and other problems 
on an area-wide basis. The per- 
sonnel of these two governments 
would be the identical people 
elected from the whole city- 
county area to both governments 
at the same time. 

The advantage, of course, would 
be that there would be two, not 
three governmental bodies, al- 
though one of the two would do 
double duty. The city government 
would still run the city, the coun- 
ty cities and towns would still 
run their affairs, except insofar 
as specific area-wide. jobs were 
handed over to the county-dis- 
trict government. 

The county-district government 
would govern the unincorporated 
areas (as the county government 
does now) and administer the spe- 
cial powers given it where area- 
wide planning is needed.

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For a Second Term 


Senator Stuart Symington has served Mis- 
souri ably during his first term and, in the 
opinion of the Post-Dispatch, deserves re- 
election on Nov. 4. 

The state’s junior Senator is best known 
for his contributions to national defense. As 
a member of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee he has sustained the close interest in 
military affairs which made him the first Sec- 
retary of the Air Force during the Truman 
Administration. He conducted a useful inves- 
tigation of air power in 1956, took part in the 
post-Sputnik defense reappraisal by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson’s Preparedness Subcommit- 
tee, and helped push through the reorganiza- 
tion of the defense establishment sought by 
President Eisenhower. He is a leader among 
those who urge higher military expenditures 
than the Administration has been willing to 
fight for. 

Some voters might consider Senator Sym- 
ington’s preoccupation with military affairs 
one-sided. But Senators can be useful when 
they specialize, and it is appropriate that 
Senator Symington should have specialized 
in problems which, first as war contractor and 
then as postwar defense administrator, he had 
come to know so thoroughly. 

His Republican opponent, Miss Haze] Palm- 
er of Sedalia, could not begin to serve Mis- 
souri as well, particularly since Senator Sym- 
ington in his second term would have six 
years of senatorial experience and seniority 
to build on. 

The Senator enjoys an unusual range of 
support among his colleagues. Conservatives 
like Senator Spessard Holland of Florida no 
less than liberals such as Senator Paul Doug- 
las of Illinois recommend him. His voting 
record, like that of Missouri’s senior Senator 
Hennings, is a thoroughly progressive one. 

He opposed the vicious Bricker amendment 
to hamstring the President in the conduct of 
foreign affairs. He took the consumer’s side 
when the natural gas interests tried to exempt 
their rates from federal regulation. He op- 
posed the offshore oil giveaway and supported 
the Proxmire amendment to reduce the oil 
depletion allowance. He supported civil 
rights legislation, farm surplus disposal, re- 
ciprocal trade agreements, foreign aid, the 
new highway program, federal aid to educa- 
tion. He is the sponsor of a program for dis- 
armament based on limiting the proportion 
of its wealth each nation can spend for arms. 

As a member of the Agriculture Committee 
he has consistently worked to aid farmers 
during a difficult time of transition. He has 
given sympathetic support to St. Louis and 
Missouri causes, such as the riverfront me- 
morial. He has organized an excellent staff 
which renders first-class service to his con- 
stituents. 

If we had to criticize the Senator’s first- 
term record, we would note a certain ten- 
dency not to commit himself on close contro- 
versial questions until late in the game, and 
some inclination to excessive partisanship on 
some issues. We think he erred in interven- 
ing with the FCC on behalf of an applicant 
for a TV channel. His position on the suspen- 
sion of nuclear tests has been unclear if not 
a straddle. 

Taken as a whole, however, his senatorial 
record is a good one in which the favorable 
items far overbalance the others. His exten- 
sive governmental experience, his voting rec- 
ord, the devotion and energy with which he 
has applied himself to his job, all qualify him 

fully for re-election. Missouri should send 
him back to Washington for a second six- 
year term. 


Justice Brennan Speaks 


The Illinois Blue Ballot judicial reform 
amendment has received a significant indorse- 
ment by United States Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. After a study of 
the proposed modernization of the [Illinois 
court system, submitted by the Illinois Legis- 
lature and now before the voters for ap- 
proval, Nov. 4, Justice Brennan makes this 
comment: 


Judicial éstablishments well enough adapted 
to the needs of a pioneer or rural society are 
ill-fitted for today’s increasingly complex 
communities. The maintenance of those es- 
tablishments has become intolerable because 
there is exacted too high a cost in inadequate 
administration of justice and in justice-de- 
feating delays. 


The Judicial Article proposed for Illinois 
would create a structurally simple and unified 
system. It would also adequately vest the 
Illinois State Supreme Court with responsi- 
bility to supervise the business in all the 
courts so as best to secure fair and prompt 
justice for all litigants. These are the prime 
requisites of a judicial system essential to 
today’s needs. 


The Illinois Blue Ballot Judicial Amend- 
ment is a major forward step certain to in- 
fluence the promotion of the efficient ad- 
ministration of justice not only in Illinois 
but in other states. I hope-it will be adopted. 
Justice Brennan speaks from experience 

with judicial reform. For many years New 
Jersey had one of the most archaic court sys- 
tems in the country. Then, under the leader- 
ship of the late Chief Justice Arthur T, Van- 
derbilt, a modernization program was under- 
taken, a new judicial system worked out and 
finally put through to realization. It was on 
the reformed New Jersey, State Supreme 
Court that Justice Brennan was serving at the 
time he was appointed to the Supreme Court 
by President Eisenhower two years ago, 

Not everyone who is talking about judicial 
reform in Illinois knows or cares what he is 
saying. Justice Brennan of the Supreme 
Court is in an excellent position to know. The 
independent voters of Illinois who want to 
take the right stand on this important amend- 
ment can be grateful that the Justice has 
spoken out so clearly. 


A Raid on the Army? 


The Army’s concern over a report that its 
crack ballistic missile staff at Huntsville, Ala., 
is to be split up is quite understandable. Even 
though President Eisenhower says a decision 
has not yet been made, the talk of transfer- 
ring Army experts to the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration is bound to 
cause anxiety. 3 

The experts at Huntsville possess an un- 
equaled reputation, having produced three of 
the four successful American satellites and 
several missiles, including the Jupiter. About 
85 per cent of the staff is working on missile 
weaponry of advanced and urgent character 
and the rest are engaged in outer space proj- 
ects. The new Space Administration, which 
is concerned with almost entirely non-military 
projects, is accused by the Army of trying to 
carry out a raid that would wreck the Army 
missile, satellite and space ship program. 


The Army also believes that its govern-. 


ment-owned arsenal system, which is in con- 


trast to the Air Force system of contracting 
with private firms, is likely to be wiped out 
or crippled. This fear is not an unreasonable 
one. History and some circumstances give 
credence to Army fears that Air Force mo- 
tives are wrapped up in the plans to transfer 
some of the staff at Huntsville. 

Certainly men like the famous Dr. Wernher 
von Braun, who is versed in everything from 
small rockets to plans for manned satellites, 
would be of just as much value to the NASA 
as he is to the Army. And because there are 


going to have to staff NASA. 

What has to be done is to find a way by 
which NASA may be built up without putting 
out of business the missile agency of just one 
service. To wreck the Huntsville organiza- 
tion, with its splendid record, while leaving 
the Air Force and Navy agencies untouched, 
is no solution, 


Program for the Aldermen 


With the Board of Aldermen back in ses- 
sion after a 10-week summer recess, construc- 
tive action is now possible on several matters 
of real importance to the welfare of St. Louis. 

First is the need to prohibit racial or reli- 
gious discrimination in places of public ac- 
commodation. A moderate bill to achieve 
these ends has been pending in the alder- 


manic legislation committee since its intro-_ 


duction at the session’s start last April. 


Mayor Tucker’s proposal that the Aldermen 
surrender some of their powers over traffic 
regulation also will have to be faced. As- 
suming the existence of first-rate direction of 
the Traffic Department by a competent traf- 
fic engineer, the Aldermen ought to have no 
objection to turning over this activity to the 
Administration; they could retain the right to 
veto departmental suggestions. 

Then there is the matter of a water-rate 
increase necessary to provide $21,000,000 by 
1962 to finance needed improvements in the 
city’s water system. St. Louis water rates 
have remained unchanged for about 40 years. 
Even with an increase as high as the recom- 
mended 40 per cent, city residents would still 
be getting water on a flat, unmetered basis 
and paying substantially less fé?-it than in 
any other comparable community in the whole 
country. 

Bills to permit the neighborhood rehabili- 
tation program to move forward at an accel- 
erated pace also need prompt attention. One 
would appropriate $122,000 from 1955 bond 
issue funds for inspections and the like in 
the West End, Compton-Eads and Fountain 
Park areas. 

Another woulfse-establish the old neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation fund that the Alder- 
men abolished in the 1957 budget crisis. This 
fund is built up out of the sale of city-owned 
real estate. If the Aldermen would re-éstab- 
lish it and then keep their hands off, it 
could easily finance the operating phase of 
the neighborhood program. Capital improve- 
ments like parks and street resurfacing then 
could be paid for out of bond issue funds, as 
they should be. 

Also pending are a series of bills providing 
for reorganization of the city’s basic govern- 
mental structure, including modernization of 
the budget bureau, consolidation of certain 
inspection activities and creation of a cen- 
tralized division for repair and maintenance 
of the city’s motor vehicles. 

Action on most of these needs, if not on all 
of them, ought to be possible in the next few 
weeks. Democrats control the Board of Alder- 
men by the overwhelming margin of 24 to 4, 
with one vacancy. If the Democratic Alder- 
men pay more than lip service to the theory 
of party responsibility, this is the time for 
them to show it. 


The Teachers Next? 


Gov. Faubus now accuses the Little Rock 
school board of blocking progress of his plan 
for private segregated schools by refusing to 
release its public school teachers from their 
contracts. An Arkansas legislator even threat- 
ens legislative action to abolish the school 
district, in order to release the teachers for 
private school work. 

In actual fact, it was not the school board 
but their attorneys who advised the teachers 
that private school employment would set 
them in defiance of federal court orders. In 
order to work for the Faubus private schools, 
the teachers presumably would have to give 
up the salaries and benefits of their public 
school contracts. A state which closes doors 
on its public school children and then threat- 
ens the teachers is on its way to becoming a 
land of darkness. 


A Pointed Resignation 


Even the briefest summary of Dr. Herbert 
R. Domke’s accomplishments as St. Louis 
county health commissioner would note a new 
mental health program, a sound nursing tome 
program and extension of many health serv- 
ices to municipalities by contract. But in 
contrast to what he has accomplished, his 
resignation points to what the public has not 
accomplished in support of a basic public 
service. : 

Dr. Domke accepted the directorship of the 
Pittsburgh-Alleghany County Health Depart- 
ment in part because Pittsburgh offers him a 
considerably larger salary and a retirement 
program. The professional assistants he leaves 
behind are all subject to the same forms of 
better recognition elsewhere. Experienced 
physicians, psychiatrists and public health 
engineers can earn more than the $13,000 
level which is generally the maximum for the 
staff in the county. 

The county’s problem in attracting compe- 
tent public servants is serious. The same 
problem in the City of St. Louis is more so. 
The City Charter restricts salaries to $10,000 
a year; the mayor, the health commissioner 
and everyone else in the city government can- 
not be paid as much as some of the depart- 
mental assistants in the county. As a result, 
the city is unable to hire good men for a num- 
ber of important posts; it has tried for years 
to find a professional director of tuberculosis 
control. 


Fortunately city voters will have an oppor- 


tunity in November to erase the self-defeating 
salary restriction by charter amendment. 
Then the city will face a struggle to obtain 
funds necessary to pay fair salaries for quali- 
fied men, in public health and every other 
governmental field. A government, like a 
business, tends to get what it pays for in the 
long run. It is a measure of the devotion to 
public service by such men as Dr. Domke that 
they give much more to the public than is 
given to them.

What Is Nasser Like? 


His Record So Far Calls for Open Mind by West on Middle East Affairs

What are Nasser’s objectives? 
Many Americans believe that Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt, 
who came to power in 1954, is just 
another tin-horn dictator and self- 
seeking opportunist. Others contend 
that he strives toward constructive 
ends with which the West should be 
identified. : 

Motivation and goals are difficult 
to judge, even in face-to-face contact 
with individuals of one’s own nation. 
We can go only 
by the’ record, In 
so doing, we must 
assume a man in- 
nocent of evii in- 
tent until proved 
guilty. 

President Nas- 
ser is one of the 
first of the mod- 
ern Arab leaders to face up in a 
realistic way to such problems as 
land reform, industrial development, 
honesty in government, mass educa- 
tion, and so on. It is too early to 
judge results, but programs of social 
and economic development are Nas- 
ser’s stock in trade. A large part of 
his popularity in the Middle East is 
due primarily to his closer indentifi- 
cation with genuine social and eco- 
nomic reform than is e of other 
contemporary Arab leaders. 


Virtually every Western student of 
Middle Eastern affairs agrees that 
the prime prerequisites for really 
significant economic development of 
the Arab states are some kind of 
regional union and an honest, re- 
form-minded government. About half 
of the population of the Arab Middle 
East—that of Egypt—is now con- 
fined to 35,168 square kilometers 
in the Nile Valley, with virtually no

oil. And much of the wealth in the ~ 


balance of the Middle East is con- 
centrated in a few hands. 

Given the mutual jealousy and 
the tenacity with which the various 
competing monarchs, sheiks and 
other petty Arab politicians protect 
their privileged positions, it is un- 
realistic to expect the achievement 
of Arab unity within the foreseeable 
future without some violence. Many 
of these Arab leaders have shown 
callous disregard for the welfare of 
their own peoples until hustled into 
belated and half-hearted reform 
through fear of either Nasserism or 
Communism, or both. 

Under the circumstances, Western 
moves to keep the Arabs divided 
among and against themselves have 
in fact blocked the general develop- 
ment of the area. So also have any 
Western moves to shore up disliked, 
opportunistic and corrupt regimes— 
often created in the first instance by 
the Western powers. Not even the 
Western press can make such re- 
gimes, now under attack, locally pop- 
ular. 

Many American editorial writers 
and others charge that Nasser’s “‘pos- 
itive neutrality” is nothing but a 
sham, just another word for destruc- 
tive nationalism and political oppor- 
tunism. It is true that in any mass 
movement there are destructive ele- 
ments. But let us look at the other 
side of the record. 

The Suez Canal has been kept 
open by the Egyptians and not used 
for political blackmail, as many had 
feared at the time of nationalization. 

None of the Nasser-oriented states 
—Egypt, Syria, Iraq—tolerate a do- 
mestic Communist movement. None 
of these states have stopped the flow 
of oil to the West. And it was only 
Syria’s union with Egypt under the 
protective mantle of the United 
Arab Republic (UAR) which halted 
Syria's drift into the Soviet orbit. On 
several occasions Nasser applied to 
the West first for military and eco- 


nomic assistance, and in every in- 
stance he took precautions to avoid 
direct Soviet intervention in the 
Middle East. 

The mere evidence that the Leba- 
nese rebels received some UAR as- 
sistance does not transform Lebanese 
unrest from civil war into 
sion. So far no evidence of massive 
UAR aid to the Lebanese rebels has 
been presented, according to the 
United Nations Observation Group. 

One further point should be borne 
in mind. It is misleading to measure 
the Egyptian regime by the yard- 
stick of Western democracy. The 
adoption of democracy in Egypt now 
would merely condemn the country 
to the return of a 
corrupt, self-serv- 
ing, Farouk - like 
regime. Today the 
social, educational 
and economic lev- 
el of Egypt is not 
adequate to sup- 
port a democracy. 
Just as Kemal At- 
aturk’s dictator- 
ship (1923-1938) 
prepared Turkey 
for a limited form 
of democracy, so perhaps Nasser’s 
authoritarian regime will prepare 
Egypt for eventual democratization. 
But much has to be done before that 
time arrives. 

It would be well for Americans to 
withhold judgment until all the evi- 
dence is in—and that may be some 
years away. Is Nasser another Ata- 
turk, or isn’t he? No one now knows, 
for power can corrupt. But it need 
not—as witness Ataturk. In passing 
final judgment we must bear in mind 
that Ataturk had two advantages 
over Nasser—an economically viable 
country and a relatively homogene- 
ous people. And, strange to recall, 
in the early days of the Ataturk rev- 
olution, Turkey’s only external as- 
sistance came from the Soviet Union.

Democratic leaders would be very 
foolish to forego their political birth- 
right of publicly criticizing Admin- 
istration foreign policy. It was alto- 
gether proper for Secretary Dulles 
and Senator Green, the chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, to warn the Communists not 
to misinterpret debate over the Ad- 
ministration’s China policy as a sign 
of weakness.

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Check Before 
Buying Home, 
FHA Urges

W,ASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Thinking about buying a house? 

If so, nine reminders from 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration (FHA) about some of 
‘the important matters you 
ghould consider before signing 
on the dotted line may prove 
of value. 

. Since Congress established it 
in 1934, the FHA has insured 
more than 4,500,000 home mort- 
gages for more than $30 billion. 
if you are buying a one-fam- 
ily house, you may qualify for 
up to $20,000 of FHA mortgage 
insurance. The ceiling is higher 
for multiple-dwelling units.) 

‘Before signing the purchase 
contract, FHA advises, read the 


foliowing questions and com- 
ments: 


Do you really know what the 
is worth? 


» Buying a house is usually the 

largest single investment a fam- 
ily makes. Home ownership 
may be the object of many 
years of saving. Therefore, it 
is important to know the value 
of the house. Under the FHA 
imsurance plan, an FHA ap- 
praiser gives an expert opinion 
on what the house is worth. 
This estimate, FHA says, gen- 
erally represents the dwelling’s 
market value. 


Does the price fit your fam- 
fly’s income? 
While the buyer should not 
exceed his means, many fam- 
flies can afford better—more 
spacious and modern—housing 
than they actually have. FHA 
puts it this way: “Are you 
really giving your wife and 
ehildren. what you can afford 
im convenience and comfort?” 


Have you considered all the 
eosts of home ownership? 


Besides paying principal and 
fnterest on the mortgage, the 
home owner must pay insur- 
ance premiums and property 
taxes. Persons who have al- 
Ways rented may tend to over- 
look these items. In calculating 
yourgnonthly payments, figure 
them in. 


Are you sure you won't be 
earrying a second mortgage? 

Secondary financing, FHA 
gays, is both expensive and 
dangerous.

Some Properties Lose Value, Others 
Gain Near Freeway, Survey Shows 


CHICAGO — Residential 
properties immediately adja- 
cent to the new Edsel B. Ford 
Expressway in Detroit de- 
creased in value more than 50 
per cent, a study has shown. 

Results of the study are re- 
ported in the current issue of 
The Appraisal Journal, quar- 
terly publication of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Real Estate 
Appraisers. 

The Detroit expressway,, on 
which the article is based, was 
made by Richard De La Barre 
Duke, an assistant professor at 
Michigan State University. It 
won for him the national award 
for thesis research of the Land 
Economics Foundation. These 
findings are significant because 
the area investigated was de- 
veloped prior to the advent of 
the expressway,'as will be the 
case in much of the roadway 
built for the federal interstate 
system. 

Duke’s study area, located in 
the southwestern portion of 
Detroit, about four miles north- 
west of Detroit’s central busi- 
ness district, was the oldest 
completed section of the ex- 


8707 Kathy Court 
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which after-effects could be 
studied on residential, commer- 
cial and industrial properties. 

The article reports increase 
in’ value, ranging to more than 
50 per cent in the control 
areas, was noted in all but 
those residential properties ad- 
jacent to the expressway, 
where a dip of more than 50 
per cent occurred. 

“Increasing values are evi- 
dent in distance zones progres- 
sing outward from the express- 
way, the detrimental effects 
being limited to within 1000 
feet of the expressway,” Duke 
writes. 

The survey showed also that 
commercial building activity 
increased more than 300 per 
cent in the study area, while 
some properties had v&lue in- 
creases of over 100 per cent. 

Industry within the study 
area, Duke reports, appears to 
have had above average vigor— 
newer buildings, more one- 
story plants, fewer concerns 


planning to move and higher 
owner occupancy. Little new 
construction occurred in this 
field, but there were signifi- 
cantly more plant additions 
while the expressway was be- 
ing built.

“The aggregate effect on 
property values,” the author 
deducted from his lengthy sur- 
vey, “has been beneficial.” 

An adverse effect of the ex- 
pressway, which Duke says is 
not immediately obvious, is the 
dissection of the residential 
area. 

“The unfortunate placement 
of the expressway leaves a 
small triangular-shaped area 
surrounded by three major 
traffic arteries,” _he notes. 
“This area, proposed for 
single-family use by the De- 
troit Master Plan, was becom- 
ing blighted before the advent 
of the expressway. Doomed to 
isolation and too small to be 
an independent neighborhood, 
the area will be very difficult 
to maintain as stable residen- 
tial property. In addition, its 
peculiar shape will create prob- 
lems in any attempt to use this 
area for any other land use.” 

In conclusion, Duke warns 
that the spinx-like permanence 
of the depressed highway 
“should be carefully considered 
in the determination of other 
proposed routes to insure the 
compatibility of these facili- 
ties with their future surround- 
ings.”

Sime Out

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Oct. 17 
~ Another version of the “lone- 
some end” faces the Fighting 
Irish tomorrow when Duke 
University takes the field at 
Notre Dame Stadium—but the 


Irish offense appears of more 
concérn to Ccach Terry Bren- 
nan. 

In this first meeting between 
schools of deep-dyed football 
tradition, Notre Dame is fa- 
vored to rebound from its 14-2 
defeat by Army. It was the 
Cadets’ Earl Blaik who evolved 
the lonesome end, but the flan- 
kered fellow figured little in 
powerhouse Army’s victory here 
last week. 

Duke, sporting consecutive 
decisions over [Illinois and 
Baylor after two losses, has 
been working up a lonesome 
end variation for its offense. 
Normally the Blue Devils’ at- 
tack sticks to methodical split- 
T pounding. 

Although the pressure. of 
medical. school studies will 
keep Dave Sime from making 
the trip to South Bend, Duke 
wil] have plenty of talent avail- 
able for the lonesome end role. 
Sime had joined the grid squad 
specifically to serve in the 
widely-split end position along 
with Bert Lattimore, a regular 
end, 

- Fast Subs for Sime. 

Coach Bill Murray said he 
had moved three halfbacks, .all 
former state high school record- 
holders in the 100-yard dash, 
to Sime’s spot 15 yards out on 
the line of scrimmage, They 
are Bobby Honeycutt, Jack 
Wilson and Joel Arrington. All 
three ran’ dashes on the Duke 
freshman track team last spring. 

Sime, a first-year medical 
student, will play in future 
games at home, but is unlikely 
to make any more trips, Murray 
sad. 

For lack of practice, Sime 
didn’t do much against Baylor. 
But even before Duke had 
Sime’s services, the lonesome 
end was effective, possibly be- 
cause of the surprise aspects. 
Against Illinois the lonesome 
end appeared as an early threat. 
Illinois at first reacted by cov- 
ering him with two defenders. 
Duke then made gains with end 
runs against the weakened 
wing position and had a 15-0 
lead before Illinois could make 
more effective defensive shifts. 


No longer a surprise move, | 


the lonesome end feature of at- 
tack may not be so much a 
factor now, but it has been 
good for a little Brennan humor. 
Remembers Young. 

“We may have to have our 
halfback who covers their 
‘lonesome end’ line up against 
him facing the other way,” 
Brennan told writers - this 
week. “At least he would get 
a head start. I remember when 
I played against Illinois and 
had to cover Buddy Young. I 
would just turn around and 
go for the end zone.” 

Actually, Brennan probably 
is more concefned about how 
to get more, adffense from an 
Irish attack in ;which Fullback 
Nick Pietrosante has been too 
much the obvigus threat, 

“We plan ta pass more in 
the future; we't open up more 
against Duke,* Brennan has 
said. 

At the halfback spots Bren- 
nan has not determined his 
No, 1. starters. Because Norm 
Odyniec suffered a shoulder 
injury against Army, the pos- 
sible starter at right half this 
week: is Jim Crotty or Bob 
Scarpitto, both recovering from 
previous leg injuries. At left 
half will be Pat Doyle or Bill 
(Red) Mack, who had an ex- 
plosive 4l-yard touchdown run 
against S.M.U. 

Coach Murray is priming the 
Blue Devils to stop Pietrosante, 
who has carried 53 times for 
265 yards and a 4.8 average. 
Duke!Scout Tom O’Boyle, how- 
ever,, has warned that the 
Irish can “lull you to sleep 
with the fullback, then begin 
to run the halfbacks and throw 
Passes.” 

Big Yardage Margin. 

The Irish, despite a relative- 
ly low point production effort 
over Indiana and a close game 
against S.M.U., nevertheless 
have rushed for 709 yards to 
392 for the foe. As 13-point 
favorites, they are expected to 
regain some national prestige 
and turn in a victory before 
a sell-out crowd of 58,000 
tomorrow. 

The already - bulging Notre 
Dame injury list had three 
additions yesterday including 
Co-Captains Al Ecuyer, a

ALTHOUGH “IMITATION GENERAL,” starring Glenna 
Ford, gets the major billing at LOEW'S STATE this week, 
the other feature, "1 ACCUSE,” starring Jose Ferrer, is far 
more rewarding. Not that there is anything wrong with 
“Imitation General.” In fact, it’s a pretty 
fair way to while away an hour and a 
half. 

But “I Accuse” is a superbly drama- 
tized and exceptionally well acted story 
of the. famous Dreyfus case, a cause 
celebre which rocked France late in the 
last century. It’s a story that’s probably 
familiar to most people, but it still remains one of the 
most dramatic stories of history. 

Jose Ferrer is well cast as the ill-fated captain who 
is unfortunate enough to be both unpopular with his 
fellow officers, and a Jew. He becomes the scapegoat of 
an Army conspiracy, is faleély accused of selling in« 
formation to the Germans, and sent to Devil’s Island. Even 
when evidence appears which would indicate he is inno- 
cent, the Army takes the position that to reverse itself 
would undermine faith in the Army. Better one man, 
than the whole French Army. But his wife, played by 
Viveca Lindfors, and his brother, David Farrar, refuse to 
give up. With the help of evidence supplied by another 
officer, and by the dramatic entrance into the case of the 
famous novelist, Emile Zola, they carry the fight to com- 
plete vindication for Alfred Dreyfus. 

In addition to those named, special mention should be 
made of the performances of Anton Walbrook as Major 
Esterhazy, the man who was really guilty, Donald Wolfit 
as the cold, merciless and conspiring Gen. Mercier and 
Leo Genn as Maj. Picquart. 

BACK TO “IMITATION GENERAL,” Glenn Ford and 
Red Buttons hove onto the scene in a jeep, accompanied 
by @ general. It develops they are three of a small body 
of soldiers surrounded on all sides by Germans. When 
the general gets shot, there is no one to take charge. Re- 
calling the general's remark that nothing inspires a handful 
of soldiers in a tight spot like seeing a general in the 
field, Ford decides to put on the gerftral’s helmet and 
stars, and inspire the men himself.

NEXT WEEK John M. Bishop will be 75. He will 
leave for work, as he has been doing for 66 
years. It will be another day in an endless belt of 
days. He will get out of his car many times and talk 

ET ee ee to the merchants with 

+ _ = whom he does business. 
They will recognize the 
snowy hair, the gleaming 
shoes, the neat crease 
from a block away. 

He is my father. He is 
also my best friend. We 
have disputed every pub- 
lic and private issue for 
the past 30 years, We 
were pinochle competi- 
tors; we went to ball 
games, the mountains, 
the shore; we have 
laughed together until 
tears dimmed the eyes; 
we have wept together 
when our women were 
taken away; when I was 
broke, he dug up the 

% money; when he didn’t 
JIM BISHOP have the money, he 

borrowed it. 

We knew each other’s faults better than the virtues. 
John Bishop was the oldest of seven, born on Fulton 
avenue in Jersey City. His father died of asthma when 
he was little. At the age of 9, John worked on a farm 
from dawn until school time to help his mother. He earned 
$1 a week. 

He was always a responsible person. He knew he 
would have to get through school quickly, so that he 
could get a full-time job. The records of St. Paul’s school 
in Greenville still show that John Bishop skipped a grade 
for every year he attended. 


John found time to serve as an altar boy 
in the church. When he graduated from school, 
he went te work and, at night, attended sessions 
in P.S. 14. He had many jobs. No boss ever fired 
him; no boss ever wanted him to leave. He worked 
in a shipward, on a railroad, as a blacksmith, in a 
textile mill and as a policeman. He met Jenny 
Tier and, after a long courtship, they were married 
on Jan. 15,1907. 


She died last year. When she was old and blind, she 
liked to refer to John as “my boy friend.” She said it once 
while he was watching his Yankees lose a ball game and 
he snarled: “Your boy friend? I ought to be. We've been 
married 50 years and we kept company for six years before 
that—not counting the year we didn’t speak to each other.” 

He looked bigger than he was. He Was 5 feet 1144 
inches tall, and about five and a half feet broad. When 
he was a police lieutenant, he weighed 254 pounds. He 
was never a flatfoot and had an inborn contempt for a 
man who would not continue to study. 


His uniform and his shoes giittered all the 
time. In the summer, he drove my mother crazy 
because he changed from the skin out twice a 
day. He took correspondence courses in everything 
from mathematics to astronomy. When he retired, 
at the age of 50, he said; “Now Ill begin my 
career.” 


He took a job in a chemistry laboratory because he 
wanted to know something about the mysteries of chemicals. 
When plastics first came on the market, John Bishop got 
a job in a big plant as a receptionist. In a year he had 
been promoted to the job of personne] director for 3000 
employes. He sold refrigerators and encyclopedias and 
he sold houses and got his real estate license. 

When he met Bennett Fishler and Ed McNamara of 
the Ridgewood (N.J.) newspapers, he stopped looking for 
new fields to conquer. He wanted to be a credit manager 
and he worked hard at it until he understood the problems 
of merchants who place advertisements in the newspapers. 
He has been at this job for 10 years and wouldn’t quit if 
he were offered full salary for life. : 


He is eager to learn at the age of 75 as he 
» was at 9. He loves life and people and he has an 
insatiable curiosity to know all about everything. 
He is religious and he fears the wrath of God. He 
says his prayers every night and the last phrase he 
utters is: “Good night, Jenny.” 


Years ago, he pointed out to me that there are no 
winners in the game of life. “If you die early,” he said, 
“everybody says he died before his time. If you live to 
a ripe old age, you outlive the people you love and you die 
of loneliness.” 

He lives with my sister in a little house at 229 
Seventy-second street in North Bergen, NJ. When his 
day’s work is finished, he eats lightly—sometimes only 
cereal for dinner—and he watches television. He sleeps 
in a Barcalounge chair with a sheet tucked under his chin:

CINCINNATI, Oct. 17 (UPI). 


MRS. POTTER STEWART, 
whose husband at 43 is the 
youngest member of the pres- 
ent United States Supreme 
Court, still enjoys most of all 
the chances she gets to cook 
and care for her family. 


But attractive, intelligent 
Mary Ann Stewart, who is 39, 
already is busy with a variety 
of activities, and her new role 
as wife to a United States Su- 
preme Court Judge will make 
even further demands on her 
time. 


Aside from looking after af- 
fairs of the family’s Indian 
Hill household and keeping 
tabs on their three energetic 
youngsters, Mrs. Stewart takes 
a vital working interest in her 
husband's legal career. 

“Andy,” as her friends call 
her, also is active in the Red 
Cross, Council of World Af- 
fairs, and serves as a trustee in 
the city school system. 

Although the Stewarts em- 
ploy a maid, Mrs. Stewart said 
she cooks meals herself when- 
ever possible. Her husband 
and children are not fussy 
eaters, she explained. 


“They tolerate my attempts 
at making French dishes with 
sour cream and wine,” she 
laughed. 

But even among the busy 
Stewarts there is time for re- 
laxation. Mrs. Stewart shares 
her husband’s interest in fish- 
ing and has joined him on 
many fishing trips to Canadian 
and New England waters. 


The pretty and good-natured 
brunette also takes a consoling 
interest in Judge Stewart's 100- 
plus golf game and his avid 
pennant hopes for the home- 
town Redlegs. 


Mrs. Stewart first met her 
husband in the summer of 1942, 
when they were introduced at 
a friend’s apartment in New 
York City. She was then Miss 
Mary Ann Bertles, a research- 
er for Life magazine, and 
Stewart was an ensign in the 
United States Navy and a Yale 
law graduate of one year. 


Although she had heard a 
great deal about Stewart from 
mutual friends, she said this 
was the first time she had ever 
seen him. 


Ensign Stewart had sailed 
into. New York Harbor on a 
Navy gasoline tanker. The fol- 
lowing day the refueled tanker 
and Stewart left New York, but 
four months later in October 
he returned to his favorite port 
to visit Miss Bertles. 


In May 1943 they were mar- 
ried at Williamsburg, Va., and 
after the end of the war moved 
to Stewart’s hometown, Cin- 
cinnati, where he joined the 
law firm of Dinsmore, Schohl, 
Sawyer and Dinsmore. 


Here began a meteoric law 
career which brought him at 
the age of 39 to the Sixth Dis- 
trict United States Court of 
Appeals, where he was named 
a justice in 1954 by President 
Eisenhower. 


Fascinated by the legal and 
political atmosphere which has 
surrounded their lives, Mrs. 
Stewart campaigned actively 
for her husband when he was 
elected to the Cincinnati city 
council in 1949 and 1951. 


“He didn't need much help, 
though,” she admitted proudly. 
Councilman Stewart was the 
leading Republican vote getter 
in the city in 1951. 


Like her husband, Mrs. 
Stewart is also a native of 
Michigan, although she lived 
much of her life with her par- 
ents in Glen Cove, L.I. She 
was born in Grand Rapids in 
1919, shortly before her par- 
ents settled in New York. 

William M. Bertles, her 
father, was born in Green Bay, 
Wis., and graduated with an 
engineering degree from the 
University of Wisconsin. 

“He never practiced engi- 
neering, but he said it was 
good training for any job,” his 
daughter said. Bertles, now a 
retired investment banker, for- 
merly owned a successful New 
York banking firm. 

Mrs. Stewart attended the 
Fermata School in South Caro- 
lina and then entered Benning- 
ton College in Vermont. She 
studied there for three years 
before leaving in early 1941. 

“I was sort of a child psy- 
chology major,” she said, “with 
a little work in social studies.” 
She said she grew lonesome for 
her parents’ Bermuda home 
and left without taking her de- 
gree. 

From July 1941 until late in 
1943 she worked as researcher 
for Life magazine in its Wash- 
ington bureau.

She was sent to Life’s Wash- 
ington office, where her prin- 
cipal job, he said, was answer- 
ing queries from New York and 
getting material cleared by the 
Army and Navy. “Her boss at 
the time,” he said, “has related 
that she was very attractive 
and had a wonderful bubbling 
personality.”’) 


Mrs. Stewart explained 
that she got her job on Life 
just after the Government 
had shooed her and all other 
Americans off Bermuda, im- 
periled at the time by Nazi 
submarines. 


She had been living with her 
parents at their Tuckertown 
home on the island, while 
working in the Bermuda office 
of Pan-American Airways. 

The Stewarts, who have seen 
many parts of the world, still 
enjoy traveling whenever they 
find time. 

“My folks have a place in 
Bermuda where we _ vacation, 
but we also enjoy’the country 
around Long Island and up in 
Laconia, N.H.,” Mrs. Stewart 
explained. 


Although the children have 
traveled through eastern United 
States, she said they had never 
béen to Washington. and were 
excited about moving there— 
except for the oldest, Harriet, 
who is 13. 

“She'll miss her friends at 
school here,” her.mother ex- 
plained. ‘We'll all hate to leave 
pam but it’s part of the 
jo ve 

Harriet attends Hillsdale Girls’ 
School, a private school here. 
The Stewarts also have two 
boys, Potter Jr., 10, and David, 
7. Potter has been boarding at 
the Lotsteich School in the 
Cincinnati area, and David at- 
tends the Indian Hill Public 
Elementary School. 


Besides their three young- 
sters, the Stewarts will take a

to their new capital home. 

Their older son is nicknamed 
“Pottsy,” rather than Junior 
but the Judge is still called 
Potter by his friends and ‘“‘Dad- 
dy” by his family. 

The Stewart family are mem-\. 
bers of the Episcopal Church. 

Mrs. Stewart hopes her boys 
will follow their father’s pre- 
cedent and attend Yale. She 
said all three of the children 
were good students. 

When they leave for Wash- 
ington, the Stewarts will move 
from their 1l-room, five-bath, 
white colonial home in the ex- 
clusive Indian Hill section of 
Cincinnati. The Stewart home 
is centered in a shady beech 
grove on 5% acres of pasture 
and woodland. 

Not far from the Stewart 
house is the home of the late 
United States Senator and Mrs. 
Robert A. Taft, close friends 
for many years of the Stewart 
family. 


The resourcefulness and 
good humor of Mary Ann 
Stewart were never more 
évident than when news of 
her husband's appointment 
whipped her household into 
a mild frenzy. 


First news of President 
Eisenhower's naming Stewart 
to succeed retiring Justice Har- 
old H. Burton was brought to 
the family by a local news- 
paper reporter. 

“Holy smokes!” was Mrs. 
Stewart’s excited response. A 
telephone call from her hus- 
band came a few minutes later 
that morning, but he had to 
cut through the start of an 
all-day flurry of calls to reach 
her. 

She described the situation 
later as a scene wild with ex- 
citement, hurried speculation 
and ringing telephones. She 
told reporters on the phone her 
children were “tearing the up- 
stairs apart in their excite- 
ment.” But witnesses said she 
took command and “kept a 
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smile on her face and her chil- 
dren in line” throughout the 
hectic day. 

The night before Judge 
Stewart left by plane for Wash- 
ington with no inkling why the 
President sent for him, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Stewart. Later she 
admitted thinking about the 
possibility as she drove home 
from the airport and heard 
newscasts over her car radio, 

She added the announcement 
still “‘came as a great surprise” 
the next day, 

Asked why she thought the 
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President chosé her husband, 
she answered quickly, “Why, 
because he’s a good judge. 
That’s easy.” 

Enormously proud of Potter 
Stewart, she recalled how he 
once completed a two-month 
“cram” course at the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati in two weeks 
with a mark of 97. He needed 
the course for a credit require- 
ment at Yale, where he gradu- 
ated in 1937 with Phi Beta 
Kappa honors. 

The moment Stewart's ap- 
pointment became publicly 
known, politicians, analysts, 
newsmen and colleagues be- 
gan probing his past rulings 
and statements to determine 
his general political views. 

Was he a liberal? A _ con- 
servative? Perhaps a progres- 
sive-conservative? What were 
his views on segregation of 
schools and on subversive ac- 
tivity? 

To all of this his wife re- 
marked simply, “I think he is 
just an intelligent judge—try- 
ing to do the best the law can 
provide — as any good judge 
does, regardless of personal 
feelings.”

The 
singleton heart is no problem 
with North bidding the suit.

South’s 
lead of the diamond seven 
looks like a_ singleton, and 
West sees that his side will 
probably have to take two club 
tricks to defeat the contract. 
South no doubt holds the club 
ace, but if the king is with 
East, the hand can be set if 
West does not go in with the 
diamond ace. 

West therefore plays the dia- 
mond ten on the seven, losing 
to dummy’s queen. Declarer 
continues a low diamond and 
trumps and when the ace does 
not drop he must eventually 
give up two club tricks which, 
with the two spades already 
lost, put him down one.

-~- NOT MANY DAYS AGO I read with considerable 
“amusement the following statement: “Carmine DeSapio 
tharged today that it was the Republicans and not the 
Democrats in New York who were boss-controlled. 
Has Mr. DeSapio forgotten the Democratic convention 
in New York State? There are many Democrats in the state 
who will remember it for a very long time. 


They are good Democrats, they want their party to rep- 
resent the principles it has stood for in the past, nationally 
and state-wide. But they are interested in the democratic 
process and the participation on a free basis of elected con- 
vention delegates in their choice of candidates and in the 

rmation of policy. 


They will gladly accept leadership when they 
feel that leadership is worthy, but they have an un- 
derstanding of the difference between leadership 
and dictatorship. When they see the Governor of 
their state and the Mayor of the largest city humi- 
Hated by the boss of a great city machine, they can 
hardly feel that the democratic process is working 
very well, 

I have no illusions that the Republican g@rty is any 


better than the Democratic party. In fact, I am inclined to 


believe that boss rule in the Republican party has been

SOMETIMES on these per- 
fect October mornings I step 
out onto the east terrace before 
sunrise to savor the sights and 
sounds and smells of the new 
day.

Then I step indoors to get 
the coffee boiling, turn on the 
radio, and end up doubtful 
whether the human race has 
wits enough to last for an- 
other 30 days. First thing I 
hear is two great world pow- 
ers arguing like a couple of 
boys with chips on their 
shoulders, although about 
matters much more explosive 
than schoolboy issues. Each 
admits to having enough 
atemic weapons stock-piled 
to destroy all life on earth. 
Each keeps improving these 
giant killers and showing 
they are better by exploding 
them in tests that strew the 
atmosphere with poisons 
which have already become a 
menace to all living things. 
Each ‘makes up his mind he 
won't be the first to stop 
testing even if it kills him— 
which it eventually will, as 
sure as shooting. 


Next we hear discussions of 
a foreign policy based on 
brinkmanship and “fly now 
and pay later.” This finds us 
first committed and then em- 
barrassingly uncommitted to 
the defense of the undefend- 
able frontiers of thoroughly 
discredited governments. It 
sees our troops being landed 
in petroleum-rich areas around 
the world, to protect other 
governments whose own citi- 
zens are in the process of 
changing them and who them- 
sélves ask us to get out.
